2.  Expresses  its  intention  to  decide  by  31  May  2020,  courses  of  action 
regarding  the  responsible  drawdown  and  exit  of  UNAMID,  and  further  expresses  its 
intention  to  adopt  a  new  resolution  at  the  same  time,  establishing  a  follow-on  presence 
to  UNAMID; 

3.  Decides  to  remain  seized  of  the  matter.
